REMARKS 

The Office Action dated October 6, 2003 has been received and carefully noted. 
The following remarks are submitted as a full and complete response thereto. 

Claims 1-13 are pending in this application. However, the Office Action has only 
indicated that claims 1-10 are pending in this application and only addressed claims 1-10 
in the Office Action. Applicant submits that the reason for this error is that the PTO is 
currently examining the wrong application and the wrong set of claims. Instead of 
examining the present application titled "AUTHENICATION IN A 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS NETWORK" which is a continuation of international 
application number PCT/F I99/00593 (WO 00/0 2407), the PTO is erroneously examining 
international application PCT/FI97/003 1 5 (WO 97/45814) (hereinafter "VAZVAN"), 
which was a reference cited on the Information Disclosure Statement filed with the 
application. This is clearly an error on the part of the PTO, since the present application 
was properly filed on December 29, 2000 with the proper specificadon and claims. 

As^eyidence_that the pre sent application was properly filed, Applicant submits a 

courtesy copy of all papers originally filed on December 29, 2000. When the application 

was originally filed, the postcard receipt and the transmittal sheet correctly identified that 

the title of the present application is "AUTHENICATION IN A 

TELECOMMUNICATIONS NETWORK", that the present application is a continuation 

of international application number PCT/FI99/00593, and that there are 1 1 pages in the 



specification and claims 1-13 in the application. Furthermore, a Request for Corrected 
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Filing Receipt was filed by Applicant with the PTO on March 5, 2001, indicating that the 
drawings number, the total number of claims, the number of independent claims and the 
title of the invention were incorrect on the Filing Receipt. A courtesy copy of the 
Request for Corrected Filing Receipt is also enclosed. On March 21, 2001, the PTO 
issued a corrected Filing Receipt which corrected the title of the invention, but the 
corrected Filing Receipt did not corrected the drawings number, the total number of 
claims, and the number of independent claims. 

The PTO also issued a Notice of Publication of Application on June 28, 2001 
indicating that the present application was published on June 28, 2001. Since the wrong 
application is currently being examined, the wrong application was also published by the 
PTO on June 28, 2001. 

Thus, Applicant respectfully requests that the application as originally filed on 
December 29, 2000 be examined, as this application was properly filed pursuant to U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office practice. Applicant also requests the issuance of another 
corrected Filing Receipt indicating the correct drawings number, the correct total number 
of claims and the correct number of independent claims. Applicant further requests the 
republication of the present application including the correct specification, drawings, 
claims and abstract. 

Although the wrong application is currently being examined by the PTO, 
Applicant provides the following comments regarding the Office Action: 



CLAIM OBJECTIONS 

Claims 1-10 were objected to because of informalities noted in the Office Action. 
Applicant requests the withdrawal of these objections since the incorrect set of claims of 
Vazvan instead of the present application is currently being examined. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 1-10 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by Vazvan 
(WO 97/45814). The Office Action stated that claims 1-10 of the application are "exact 
replicate of claims 1-10 in the Vazvan's publication." Applicant respectfully points out 
that the examined claims are exact replicate of claims 1-10 of the Vazvan publication 
because the PTO has incorrectly examined the Vazvan referenceJW0 97/4 5814) ins tead 
of the present application. Therefore, Applicant respectfully submits that this rejection 
should be withdrawn and the application should be allowed or a new non-final Office 
Action should be issued.
